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Remarks 

Applicants appreciate the Examiner's thorough examination of the application and fully 
respond herein to the issues presented. 

The Examiner has allowed Claims 1-11, 13, 14, and 20. To facilitate immediate 
allowance, Applicants are cancelling rejected Claims 15, 17, and 18. 

Applicants are proposing to amend allowed Claims 6, 8, and 11, respectively, to depend 
upon any one of allowed Claims 1, 2, and 5, none of which is a multiple-dependent claim. After 
entry of these claim amendments, there will be 21 pending claims in the present application 
(i.e., Claims 3, 6, 8, and 1 1 are multiple dependent claims counting as eleven claims for fee 
purposes). It is believed that Applicants have previously paid for the examination of 21 claims, 
such that no additional claim fees are required.
